When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite fnformation upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less then three (3) dsys before such
information is required.

MR.NELSON PUETT, JR., represented himself, stating he wanted this two
acre tract zoned for a neat clean convenient neighborhood shopping center, and
this would be the establishment of the initial zoning of this property. He
discussed zoning in general. MR. DON BAKER, representing the opponents to the
change displayed a map showing the established commercial centers on Burnet Road,
and the present residential neighborhood that was affected by the proposed spot
zoning. He pointed out this zoning was not in the interest of health, safety,
morals, general welfare and preservation of historical landmarks. He asked the
Council not to permit apartment units to be built in an ares that wonld deteri-
oriate a well established residential neighborhood. He stated sbout 600 people
had petitioned ageinst this change of zoning, and did not want an apartment ares
or commercial district in their residential district., He mentioned the two other
zoning epplications scheduled for hearing, requesting "C-1" Commercial and "B"
Residence. MR. LEONARD PARVIN, the only property owner within 300', stated he
did not believe 400 people could be wrong about the effect of this shopping
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center on thelir homes and property values. He asked why something that would
enhance the value of property required buffer zones, as this apartment develop-
ment had been defined. He opposed the zoning change on the basis of increased
traffic in an area heavily restricted by deed restrictions. DR. WAYNE SHAW was
concerned gbout the traffic increase to Gullett Schocol, and opposed the change
of zoning. He stated the P.T.A., was also deeply concerned shout this. MR.
VERNON LOOFER opposed the zoning change, as it would affect the value of his
property, that there was no need for a shopping center in this area, and thet
his school children's safety would be Jeopardized by increased traffic. IR.

DAN ZIEGIER, Shoal Creek Boulevard, stated he checked into any proposed zoning
through his agent, Mr. Peulson who contacted Mr. Puett, and Mr. Puett had
assured him he was developing the area “A" Residence. DR, RAMON BURSTYN ex-~
pressed opposition based on the safety angle for the many school children in the
area, and on the fact his home was built with deed restrictions and he wanted to
keep the ares residential. MR, JACK GAREY, attormey also representing the op-
position, stated there had been a serious wisunderstending about the deed re-
strictions in this subdivision, and pointed out the Allendale Terrace, Section 2,
had been developed in phases, and in this particular locetion there were no
restrictions. He asked Mr. Puett to reconsider and withdraw his applications.
MR. JACK DINGLOW, recently moved 4o Austin, expressed opposition to the change
of zoning in this extra nice resildentisl ares. MR. DAVID BARROW, Chairman of
the Planning Commission, explained the recommendation of the Flanning Commission.
The Director of Plenning explained the zoning, and the planning of thoroughfares,
and the develomuent and futures of various types of shopping centers. Opposi-
tion was also expressed by MR. L. J. BURKE based on overcrowding the school, extry
traffiec which would be created, and safety of the school children. MR. S. VAN~
TEBURG, 3004 W. Terrace Drive, was concerned over having to oppose the changing
of Treadwell and Great Northern Boulevard into thoroughferes to provide access
to this shopping center. MR. PUETT spoke in behalf of the change and answered
the opposition, stating most of those speaking were 1600-2000 feet from the
property, sud that he wanted to bring this in snd put everybody on notice that
it was to be & shopping center development. FMinally, after hearing all that
wanted to be heard, Councilmen Shanks moved thet the application for "B" Resi-
dence be DENIED. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carrled by the
following vote:
